COURT OKAYS 
SALE OF LAND 
FOR $4,301.50 


The Adams County court this 
morning gave its approval to sale 
by the county of a strip of land 
to Ralph E. Barley, W. Broadway 
for $4,301.50. 
The triangular strip of land ex­ 
tends for about 340 feet north 
along the Harrisburg Rd from the 
end of present land owned by 
Barley and extends west for about 
345 feet across the rear of land 
owned by Barley and Lester O. 
Johnson. The additional strip of 
land “squares off” present hold­ 
ings of Barley and Johnson. 
At the hearing this morning 
County Commissioner E. Donald 
Scott said the price offered by 
Barley was a higher price than 
could be obtained at a public sale 
and that the land is no longer 
needed for county home purposes. 
There was no one present to ob­ 
ject to the sale. 
TOPPER BLDG, UP 
A hearing was held before the 
court on the proposal of the coun­ 
ty to purchase the office building 
of Mrs. Frances McClean Sweney 
at 111 Baltimore 5k., immediately 
south of the court house, for $60,- 
000. There were no objections 
raised to the proposed purchase 
by the county. Real Estate Agent 
I^ee M. Hartman said he estimated 
the worth of the former “Topper 
building'' at $61,000. William Big- 
ham, a local real estate agent, 
estimated the value of the build­ 
ing at between $60 OOO and $62,000, 
The county is purchasing the prop­ 
erty to be used for court house 
purposes. Purchase of the struc­ 
ture has been contemplated by the 
county for a number of years. 
February 6 at IO a m. was set 
as the time for a hearing on the 
petition of Helen M. Gipe, Ship­ 
pensburg R. 3, to settle the action

DEFER DECISION 
Mrs. Gipe had previously asked 
a settlement for $3,313.75. At a 
hearing October 15 the court told 
Mrs. Gipe that $3,313 was “not a 
high settlement by any means'' 
since she would be entitled to a 
sum based on her, son'^probable 
earnings until 21 and his estate, 
of which she is administratrix, 
would be eligible for a sum based 
on his anticipated life's earnings. 
Judge W 
C. Shcely told Mrs. 
Gipe he would “feel happier in 
approving this if you had consulted 
with an attorney first." Mrs. Gipe 
agreed then to see an attorney on 
the matter and was told when she 
had done so the court would be 
ready to hear the matter again.

EX-EASTBERLIN 
PHYSICIAN IS 
FATALLY SHOT 


Dr. Roy E. Smith, 53, a former 
Gettysburg College student who 
practiced medicine in East Berlin 
from 1936 to 1946, was shot and 
killed Sunday by a former pa­ 
tient at Norristown. 
News report from Norristown 
state that a retired restaurant 
owwner killed Dr. Smith Sunday 
apparently because he thought 
the doctor had given him an in­ 
jection which caused him to lose 
his virility, according to the po­ 
lice. 
The restaurant owner then took 
his own life with the same gun. 
Dr. Smith, an interial medicine 
specialist, was shot in the back 
of the head, police said, by Alex­ 
ander Niblock, 68, who formerly 
operated a restaurant in nearby 
Ambler. 
Investigators said Smith had 
gone to Niblock’s house trailer in 
nearby Lower Providence Town­ 
ship to examine the restaurant 
owner’s wife, Josephine. 49, who 
had a headache and felt a cold 
coming on. 
WIFE FLED 
Mrs. Niblock fled the trailer in 
terror after the shootings. 
Police said they found a 
32- 
caliber revolver under Niblock’s 
body. Two bullets had been fired. 
Officers also found another 
32- 
caliber revolver in a bag under a 
bed. 
Chief of Detectives Charles G. 
Moody said neighbors told him 
Niblock bad held an unreasonable 
grudge for several months against 
Smith 
Moody said Niblock had 
complained about an injection the 
doctor gave him last summer 
while treating him. 
Moody quoted Mrs. Niblock as 
saying that earlier in the day she 
had told her husband to “put that 
thing (the revolver) away." 
WIFE THREATENED 
She was quoted as saying that 
she called Smith at her husband’s 
insistence. 
Moody, after questioning Mrs, 
Niblock, gave this account:

Paralyzing Harbor Strike 
And Railroad Tieup Ends 


NEW YORK (AP) - A two- 
week-old harbor strike that had 
caused a paralyzing railroad tie- 
up throughout much of the East 
was ended today by tentative 
agreement on a new work pact. 
Mediators, including President 
Kennedy’s new secretary of labor, 
Arthur J. 
Goldberg, met in a 
marathon 
14-hour session 
that 
ended with the announcement of 
a settlement at 6:18 a.m. 
The strike of railroad tug and 
ferry boat workers against ll rail­ 
roads that operate in New York 
harbor had crippled the 
city’s 
commuter transportation, forcing 
100.000 persons to look for other 
means 
of getting to and 
from 
work. 
644 WORKERS STRUCK 
The walkout of the 664 workers 
in three marine unions on Jan. IO 
had also virtually shut down the 
New York Central and the New 
Haven railroads. 
Both roads said they hoped to 
get back into operation by Tues­ 
day morning. 


The 
unions 
have 
called 
a 
ratification meeting for later in 
the day at the Seafarers Interna- 
national Union headquarters in 
Brooklyn. 
Both sides were expected to 
okay the pact. 
Both Mayor Robert F. Wagner 
and Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, who 
had invited Goldberg to attend the 
sessions, praised the new labor 
secretary for his contribution to 
the settlement. 
OFFER SECURITY ISSUE

“Now, I think Mr. Scharf has 
overplayed what I have meant to 
th* town. Only this morning I 
was talking to one of my neigh­ 
bors, and a very enjoyable con­ 
versation it was, and I happened 
to remind him thai a tree was 
planted to mark the location of 
my headquarters in 1913. He said 
he never heard of it. This was a 
terrible Wow, but I excused him 
on the ground that he was not 
old enough to have been here in 
1918.

“So thank you—and although I 
will now not be at the beck and 
call of the telephone or the neces­ 
sity of being here or there, we 
still hope to be enthusiastic and 
voting citizens of the great body 
that makes this town, this coun­ 
try and this state great ones.
